Dr. Frank Reynolds, Mason County 
Health Officer, announced this after- 
noon that all known cases of tra- 
choma among the city school children 
had been operated upo nand that pros- 
pects were splendid for a complete re- 
covery of the patients. Dr. Taulbes 
operated upon two of the little chil- 
dren's eyes at the Health Department's 
headquarters yesterday afternoon and 
the other cases had been previously 
operated upon by Dr. W. S. Yazell. 

A careful examination of every child 
attending the city schools to ascertain 
if thero were other cases of this dread 
eye disease has been in progress for 
tho past several days. This examina- 
tion will be concluded this week and 
thus far Dr. Reynolds reports, the ex- 
aminers have found the children gen- 
erally in good health with no indica- 
tions of Trachoma or other diseases.

WOMEN THE "X" OF POLITICS 



The opportunities for public welfare movements with the women 
voting cannot be overestimated, says the National Welfare Union 
commenting on the ratification of suffrage by Connecticut. They can 
now make their wishes register in no uncertain terms. The women 
are for the best things for the home. That means u better country. 
With the vote they can now put the exclamation point after their 
wishes and make the professional politicians take notice. They reg- 
istered heavily in Maine the other day and every politician has his 
ear to the ground. 

For example, improvement of American home life through edu- 
cation of the women of the United States in bouehold economy and 
welfare is the great task to whieli the General Federation of Wo- 
men's Clubs, representing 2,500,000 women lias set itself, the National 
Welfare Union points out. Tins purpose is outlined at the meeting of 
the national board of directors of the organization. In speaking of 
the work of the federation -Mrs. Thos. C Winter, of Minneapolis, pres- 
ident, said: 

"As club women there is nothing too great for us to realize. \\ e 
are a bi-partisan group. Some of us arc Democrats and some of us 
are Republicans. But we all want clean living, clean thinking, clean 
administration, clean polities. We shall have to perform politically 
through out party affiliations- But things that unite us are stronger 
and deeper than the things that separate us. To unite the women of 
all parties and all ways of thinking in common patriotic purposes — 
this is our function. 1 1 makes the reason for our being seem greater 
than ever. 

"I think we arc in danger of thinking of political affairs as 
though they meant chiefly great national issues. But politics, like 
charity, should begin at home. 

"No agency in America can have greater influence than this fed 
eratiou of ours. Here is non partisan polios, Here we are absolutely 
one. I hope that the more than 2,000,000 members of our federation 
will push together, with all our new political power, for the good of 
America and American womanhood and manhood. - '

HARDING AND HIS SPEECH ON JAPAN. 

Senator Harding has courageously taken hold of the horns of a 
raging bull as far as the West is concerned in telling where he stands 
on the Japanese immigration proposition, says the National Welfare 
Union of Washington. The question must be dealth with and that 
speedily. 

A western view of the question is found in the Capital News of 
Boise, Idaho, which says: "If Japan wishes to read ami follow the 
hand writing on the wall, she will restrict emigration and carry on 
at home a campaign to warn Japanese subjects not to go lo Pacific 
coast states where there is unfriendly sentiment. The Japanese can 
do very well at home and that being the case' they should remain 
within their own country." 

This attitude seems to be the echo of the editorial opinion of most 
of the Pacific Coast as the National Welfare Union finds it on the edi- 
torial pages. 

An eastern endorsement of Mr. Earding'a view is found in the 
Washington Star whie.h says: ".Mr. Harding says the question is not 
that of 'inferiority, superiority or inequality,' hut that of unassimila- 
bility. We cannot assimilate the Japanese, and hence do not desire 
them in numbers in this country " On that proposition he sympa- 
thizes with the stand taken by the people of the Pacific coast, the 
Californians in (lie lead."

LODGE EXPLAINS 

STAND ON PEACF 

beiiles DeaeenttS PAatfora Charge 
That He Was Iueonslsteiit— Mis. 
ripresented, He Says. 

Concord, N. H. — Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge .spoaklug here before the 
Merrimac County Kepubllcan Club, 
accuses the Democratic party of "un- 
limited misrepresentation of well 
known facts" in Its platform reference 
to alleged Inconsistencies in his atti- 
tude on the making of peace with Ger- 
many. 

"I am charged with Inconsosteucy," 
said Senator Lodge, "becauB in an ad- 
dress I disapproved of deserting our 
allies and making a separate peace in 
the midst of the war, and yet was 
willing to make a separate peace with 
Germany two years and a half after 
that speech was made, and when nil 
our allies had left us and had tliom- 
selves made peace with Germany. I 
was right on both occasions and en- 
tirely consistent." 

"1 think I am safe in saying," he 
continued, "that never before has the 
declaration of the principles of a great 
national party carried an attack on 
any individual member o fthe opposite 
party. Hut the Democrats at San Fran- 
cisco selected me by name for a sub- 
ject of atttack in an effort apparently 
to prove that I had been inconsistent. 

"What they did exactly was this: 
They quoted from what they called an 
articles of mine which they said ap- 
peared in the Korum magazine of De- 
cember. 1918, In which I had de- 
nounced any uttenipt on the part of 
the I'nlted States to make a separate 
peace with Germany at that time. On 
the publication of this statement in 
the Democratic platform many of the 
leading newspapers of the country Im- 
mediately pointed out that the article 
in question was not published in the 
Forum of December, 1918, but appear- 
ed in the Forum of June, 1918— that is, 
appeared while the war was at Its 
height and before the great advance 
which resulted In victory. 

"The falsehood was so flagrant that 
the Democrats admitted it themselves 
and changed the date of the statement 
several weeks later In the official pub- 
lication of their platform lo June. 1918. 
Tills, of course, destroyed the main 
point of the attack and got rid of tin- 
most obvious lie, but it still remained 
with a large burden of falsehood upon 
It, because in the article as published 
by the Forum in June, 1918, theer was 
a note appended saying that this arti- 
cle was an address delivered by me be- 



fore the Massachusetts Historical So- 
ciety and was printed by them with the 
permission of the society. This note 
the author of the statement In the 
Democratic platform must have seen if 
he hud looked at the copy of the Forum 
from which he professed to quote. As 
a matter of fact, I delivered the ad- 
dress printed in the Forum of June, 
1918, on the 11th of October, 1917, and 
it was printed In the October number 
of the Proceedings of th Historical So- 
ciety, only six months after our decla- 
ration of war and when the war was. 
of course, still raging. 

"At that time voices were heard, not 
only here ,but elsewhere, suggesting 
that United States should make a sep- 
arate peace A separate petce then 
wouid have mean the desertion of our 
allies In the midst of war. What I 
then said in October, 1917, was right, 
and I am glad that 1 said it, and I am 
glad that my address was reprinted, 
and I have not a word of what I said to 
change or withdraw. 

"I know that I was absolutely right 
In voting for the Knox resolution. All 
the other countries had made peace 
with Germany. We had declined to 
ratify the Treaty of Versailles on ac- 
county of the covenant of the League 
of Nations, except with reservation 



which would hace protected the t'nlted 
States. But all our allies had ratified 
the treaty of peace In May, 1920, and 
it was then our duty, as It Is our duty 
now, to put an end to the teachnlcal 
state of war bitween the United States 
and Germany. It is wholly technical, 
and it is not a little difficult to estab- 
lish that even a technical state of war 
exists."

Plneville, Ky., Sept. 22. — In spite 
of the counter attraction of the Bible 
Chautauqua in session here, a large 
audience lest night greeted three not- 
ed speakers at the first local Repub- 
lican rally of the campaign. 

Mrs. Christine Bradley South, 
daughter of the late Senator William 
O. Bradley; Richard Ernst, -Repub- 
lican nominee for United States sena- 
tor, and Congressman J. M. Robsion 
were accorded ovations and each of 
them delivered addresses that found 
hearty response. 

County Attorney Moss presided and 
introduced Mrs. W. T. Davis, wife of 
the Circuit Judge in this district, who 
In turn presented Mrs. South.

She warned the 
mothers, especlall ,of the grave dan- 
gers involved in the League of Na- 
tions as it stands, telling them that Us 
adoption without reservations might 
mean the sacrifice of their sons in 
wars into which the 1'nited States 
would be forced, and which the nation 
could not be concerned. She referred 
to Mr. Ernst as one of the men who 
had tho courage to espouse the cause, 
of women In their fight for the eltfc 
tivc franchise, when such a stand wa: 
everywhere deemed the shortest route 
to political elimination. 

County Attorney Reed Patterson In- 
troduced Mr. Ernst, saying In part: 
"Under the provisions of the league 
Hie 1'nited States will, in the future, be 
represented In tho assembly by not 
more than three representatives and 
at meeting! of the council by one rep 
i est ntative. The council Is the great 
executive body of the league. When 
war is to be declared by the council, 
war which may involve the lives of 
thousands of our citizens and billions 
from our treasury, who shall speak 
for the United State.-,? Are we willing 
to give power and authority to any one 
mail, no matter how learned or patri- 
otic he might be. to take that step 
which shall plunge our country Into 
war and which may endanger our 
standing as a nation? Shall that 
power be given to any one man or to 
any three men, no matter who they 
may be? Vet, such are the provisions 
of the League of Nations."
